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Registrar Sends 
Deputies Into 
Field Friday

Registrar of Voters Michael J. 
Donoghuo has completed giving 
final instructions to the last of 
2,500 deputies who will go out 
in the field beginning Friday, 
Jan. 2, to register an estimated 
800,000 citi/ens of the county 
who are eligible to vote in the 
consolidated .Tune 1 primnt-y 
election and the Presidential 
election on Nov. 2.

Donoghue says the deputies 
arc instructed not to enter into 
any discussion or activity of a 
political nature while serving as 
registrars. They are told what 
the qualifications are of those 
who desire to register. They 
are taken through the entire 
procedure of filling out a 
ianiple affidavit of registration.
Deputies are given instructions 

on how foreign-born electors 
may become- citizens: they are 
told how to handle illiterates 
and other persons not qualified 
to register, and how to register 
physically-handicapped persons.

Registrar of voters deputies, 
Donoghue said, receive ten cents 
for each registrant signed up.

General qualifications for a 
voter is that he must be a cit­ 
izen of the Unite.d States, 21 
years of age, a resident of the 
State of California for one year, 
resident of the County of Los 
Angeles for 90 days and a resi­ 
dent of the precinct in which 
he resides for -10 days.

Donoghue says that the pre­ 
sent registration in Los Angeles 
County numbeis 1,380,481.

Registration of Democrats and 
Republicans Is as follows:

Democrats, 776,002. Republi­ 
cans, 538,252.

Democrats have approximately 
r>6 percent of the total regis­ 
tration in the county, while the 
Republicans have approximately 
 10 percent, Donoghue disclosed.
